Agriculture has two major tasks ahead-convinc- 
ing labor and industry of the importance to them of 
sustaining the mass buying power of six million farm 
families and of maintaining the parity standard for 
basic farm commodities, according to an editorial In 
the current issue of the IAA Record, official publlca- 
lion of the Illinois Agricultural Association. 

Farmers as a group constitute the most important 
single market for the products of industry and labor, 
and if that buying power is destroyed, national pros- 
perity will go down with it, the editorial points out. 

••Today the attitude seems to be that a sharp de- 
cline in farm prices is inevitable ... but at the same 
time industry is predicting higher prices for its post- 
war products, and labor is demanding that wages be 
maintained at wartime levels, with a guaranteed annual 
wage, or 'take home* pay adjusted high enough 'to make 
up for the loss of overtime.' The OPA is apparently 
using 1942 prices as a standard. Automobile makers 
have" told us. in a long series of statements, that cars 
will cost 15 per cent to 30 per cent more than they did 
in pre-war days. . 

"Why should farm prices be singled out for de- 
cline, while others are to be maintained? Is it the old 
and persistent campaign of some groups for cheap food 
and a peasant agriculture? Is it the shortsighted think- 
ing of some business and labor groups who persistent- 
ly fail, to recognize that the farmer is their best cus- 

Anti-farm groups, the editorial states, take the de- 
pressed farm prices of 1939-the lowest period for 
agriculture in twenty years except for the depths of the 
depression-as their basis for figuring that farm i prices 
are now unjustifiably high.

. w Ralph Church, a candidate to succeed himself 
as the Congressman from the 10th District, has 
proved himself incredibly unfit. His record is one 
of the very worst for isolationism, obstructionism 
and blind partisanship.
